tho "key" as in a land telegraph, only it is n 
double key. It hag two lovers and knobs 
instead of one. Tho alphabet used is sub- 
stantially like the Morse alphabet;

combination of dashea 
and dots.

instance, suppose you want to write the 
word "boy."
